mercial .' city — Montreal ; and other 
cities of the Dominion are affected to a 
greater or less degree. The States soutli 
of the border are^ trying to persuade 
thems'elvcs that prosperity is retina 
.ing. Their condition three years ago — 

■"the period of the terrible riots — was 
such as to create the liveliest alarm in 
the ■ niind.s of lover.s of law and or- 
der lest the government: should be s';iz- 
ed by the reckle.ss and idle elements of 
society; an! there is rea.son to believe 

■ that the restoration of confidence aiul 
the uecoveasy' df lost -trade "by leujjs and 
bqunda," is more apparent than real. 

Now, when all the rest of the world 
is dull, how can British Columbiii hope 
to bo ptosperous? How can wc hope 
to tind a market for our productions 
when the purchasing-power of the 
teeming millions who consume them 
lias been lessened by their failure to 
find a market for their own produc 
tions? If bur salmon, coal and lumber 

■ar«> slow of sale, is not that the result 
of "dull times" elsewhere reacting u|)on 
us hero'i Invai'iably the tirst {winta to 
be affected by a stringent money 
nparket are those of consumption; the 
last are those of production. All things 
considered, we think it will be seen 
that British Cokunbia is not suflering 
as badly as neighboring countrie.s. Two 
hundred and fifty millions of people are 
•unfavorably afl'ected- by the depressiofi, 
and our. "especial wondsr" is that this 
Province has escaped ,as wejl as it has 
•from ft great financial diflicuHy. That 
there will be a revival very soon in 
every brtinch of ti'ade we feel contidcnt, 
notwithstanding the "malefic influence 
of the planets" as explained by Pro- 
fessor GuisiMER, which (he .says) is to 
"cause fire, plague and general bank- 
ruptcy" to spread over the face of the 
eacbh until 1884. We look for a re- 
vival in this Province the moment that 
the ti-anscontinental railway route shall 
have been proclaimed and a commence- 
ment fairly made. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment is under a solemn pledge to 
commence tlie great work in the Prov- 
ince and to give out contracts for one 
hundfed and twenty-five miles during 
the present year. Sir John IVIacdonai.k, 
Sir Charles Tui'per and Sir Sami ki. 
TiLLKY have left, or are about to leave, 
Canada for Great Britain to float their 
railway scheme; but we do not under- 
stand that the one hundred and twenty- 
five miles of road promised us tliis year 
hangs lipon the success of that scheme. 
That section is clearly intended to be 
commenced somewhere within the 
Province as the first link without ref- 
erence to negotiations with • Great 
Britain for a guarantee. Canada is in 
a po.sition to.;build that one hundred 
and twenty-five miles without impair- 
ing her credit or overweighting her rev- 
enue. That it will be commenced this 
year the country has the solemn assur- 
aaice of the Canadian Premier and 
Ministry. The country has accepted 
that assurance in good faith, and there 
is reason to believe that they will not 
bo disappointed. The new Tariff is 
severely felt by many; but the ad- 
ditional burthenischeerfully born(!in the 
expectation of the early commen'.einent 
of railway work. 

fHE PRINCE IMPERIAL OF 

' prance: 

Our exclusive di.spatclles from Zulu- 
Und convey to the public this moni- 
ing'details'of the melancholy death of 
Louis Napoleok, the Prince Imperial 
of Prance. It will bo remembered that 
shortly after England entered upon the 
war with the Zulus the Prince, who had 
received his. military training in Eng 
Land, volunteered for the British 
His departure was cixtenBively com-' 
mentea'on 'fiy- tK6 Press :' '(^ucdn Tic- 
toria, who looked npbn the Prince al- 
most as-n son, was said to have kissed 
him when he tailed at "Windsor to 
s.ay good-by; and his i-oyal mother 
who was very deeply attached 
to him seems to have entertained a 
feeling akin to apprehension as to 'liifj 
fate in Zululand. He arrived, how- 
ever, in .safety at. Cape. Town and after: 
aJhrief. delay procecdei to„.the_.ini^ 
mediate vicinity of the warfare and 
joined Coloiiel, Woqu's..,columH. His 
distinguished j)re.sence of cour.se be- 
came jyVmediately kri6wii*io'tiio enemy, 



who it would appear resolved to jiut 
him to death on the first opportunity 
being otiered. If this was their de- 
termination they had not long to wait 
as on the ord inst. the Prince in com- 
pany with several other oflicer.H left 
Colonel Wood's camp for the purpoiiu 
of reconnoitring. The party, with a 
temerity amounting almost to indis- 
cretion, dismounted in a Geld and the 
Zulus, wlio had evidently been watch- 
ing ihcir muvement.s, crept upon them 
and assegaie.l the l^-iiice. No details 
have rcacluHl us as lo ihi.' fati; of his 
coinpanion.s. The boily of the dead 
Prince -was-, recovered and ou examina- 
tion it was fotnid that he had re- 
ceived seventeen s'abs. The .sad affair 
cast a deep gloom over Cape Town and 
on the receipt of the news in England 
tlit> Enipre.ss I'h-OKNrK was doubtless 
overwhelmed with grief. Indeed, so 
sudden and terrible the i.utelligence 
must have been that it would bo no 
matter of surprise to learn thaiitprov- 
etl her ileulh-blow. She has already 
borne more than one life's sharu of 
sorrow, and this sudden deprivation, 
although nearly anticiimted by her 
maternal instinct, may result in a 
heart-broken death. The Prince was 
born in the year IS.IG and was conse- 
quently cut ofl in the flower of bis life. 
He inherited many of the noble traits 
of character possessed by his father, 
NAroi.Kox III., and his assassination 
(for such it would seem his death really 
was) will prove a di.sastrous shock to 
the Imperial party in France. It is 
iinjiOKsible to state on whom the suc- 
cession will fall should the lm])erialists 
cvei- regain power, but the uctual right 
will belong to the .son of Jerome Bosa- 
i>AitTB, brother of Napoleos I. Melan- 
choly as the circumstances surrounding 
the death of the Prince are it i.s not al 
together improbable that lii.i demise 
may tend lo a iirolongalion nf the ex- 
istin;: ])Pace in France.

London Tnitli: Lord lieaconslielil 
over-e.\orted himself in his spc'cch in 
reply to the Duke of Argyll. He com- 
menced with his accu.stonii'd ^■igor, but 
this vigor was not muiiitained, ami he 
soon, although his oration had be.'n e\ i 
dently prepared, and he liad frequent 
recourse to his notes, inndilled uptlates 
and iiainoH in a truly ili.stre.sBing man- 
ni'r. In his own interest.s, as well as 
in those uf tin; country, it is desirahlo 
that he should be relieved of his ardu 
ous duties at the next general election. 
He feels this, 1 believe, himself. The 
other day ho said : "There was a time 
wdien I looked forward with pleasure 
to making a sjjcecli ; now 1 (ind the 
same pleasure in not making one. " The 
gallery, which was lilled with ladies, 
rapidly thinned after the Premier had 
been up half an hour, and even the 
Prince.ss of Wales and her brother, the 
Crown Prince of Denmark, left before 
the speech was ended. 

It is said that on looking Into his ac- 
counts recently the Duke of Hamilton 
found to his consternation a deficit 
which could not be accounted for of no 
less a sum than one million and a half 
pounds. How the unplea.sant state of 
things occurred no one seemed to know. 
But tho Duko is understood to have 
transferred tho charge of his affairs to 
some solicitors in Edinburgh. 

An oiTicial announcement, writes a 
London correspondent, will probably 
soon be made of an intention of mar 
riage on the part of Prince Leopold 
and the Princess Mario of Hanover, 
daughter of the late ox King of Han- 
over and sister of the Duke of Cum- 
berland. The report has ju.st become 
known in the inner Court circle, and 
is accepted as correct. This alliance 
is understood to have an important 
bearing on tho relations of the deposed 
Royal family of Hanover with the tier 
man Court. 

The committee appointed by the 
United Presbyterian Synod to deal 
with the Rev. David Macrae havi' 
unaniuiously resolved to suspend the rev. 
gentleman from the exercise of his 
ministry. '^I'his decision was arrived 
at after a long statement had been 
made by Mr. Macrae in answer to the 
questions submitted to liini at the 
previous sederunt.

It was ultimatelv agreed to adjourn 
the meeting till the 9th of .June, to af- 
foril the committee and Mr. Macrae 
time to consider what steps they sliould 
take. 

A jockey ha.1 been charged at| tlio 
County Petty Sessio,ns, with having 
cruelly spurred Fitzroy, a hoise ridden 
by him at the recent Ainsdale races. 
I'wo ofTiccrs of the Koyal Sociidy for 
the Prevention of ("h-uidtv lo .Animals 
proved that the accused spurred his 
horse right past the winning-post, al- 
though he came in a liad third, some 
distance bidiind tho first two horses. 
Tho aniimil's sides were baelly puiiclui- 
Hd, and cusercd with patches of bloud 
as large a.s a man'.s band. The Society 
contended that the spurring was uu 
necessary in the circumslaiice.s. The 
Magistrate took the same view, and 
convicted the accused, lining him .lis, 
including costs. 

Some surprise was ftdt in November 
last, .says tho Birmingham Poal, at the 
severity of the Hcntenoo of ten years' 
penal servitude then passed bv the 
learned judge at a recent Warwick 
assizes upon William AVhitaker for 
threatening to murder hiu mother. 
The Home Secretary has now conimut- 
ted the .sentence to two years' hard 
labour. 

The directors of the Western Bank 
are to boprosecuted by order ofthoTreas- 
ury for the reports issued relative to 
the Bank's financial position. Tho 
point upon which notion will be taken 
is this: Both rejiorts stated thfit after 
allowing for all bad and doubtful 
debts, "there rdmiiined a certain suiii 
from which so much would be devoted 
to dividend and the remainder carri»'d 
to the reserve fund, wdiich, at the last 
report, was said to amount to over 
£150,000." When the Bank failed, 
with liabilities of over three and a 
quarter millions, the official liquitlators 
ascertained that the whole of the re- 
serve, the whole of the capital, and 
more than X800,000 besides, ha.s besn 
sunk, or a total of between eleven uml 
twelve hundred thousand pounds.
